Three years ago a student came in to my office to chat about a number of things, but most particularly, his future and the possibility of be- 
coming a teacher one day. During the course of that conversation he asked me, "Why are you a teacher?" "How long do you expect to be a 
teacher?" and then, "Don't you want to do something else?" 

In May of this year, a parent approached me and asked me in a somewhat casual manner, "Are you looking forward to getting out into the 

I interpreted these questions to mean: What I have been doing most of my adult life, and particularly at BCS, is not what I really wanted 
to be doing, or even worse, should have been doing! 

Let me first deal with the most recent question. Certainly, there are some people who dismiss independent schools like BCS as being too 
sheltered because we don't offer our students "real world" experiences. My response to the question was inadequate, for I really avoided this 
issue by stating that I had very mixed feelings about leaving BCS, and certainly I would miss the vibrancy of this place. 

However I returned to this issue because I knew that I would have at my disposal what appeared to be the true experts on the subject. Who 
better to ask about the real world than the students. When I walked in to a Fifth Form study class the next day, I asked, "Do you think you 
are too sheltered here at BCS?" From that question emerged a discussion about the real world as a nasty, violent, prejudiced and tough place 
that is filled with cheaters, liars, muggers and cut-throat competitors. All these are part of the world, and students should know that fact. But 
I doubt that courses in na'stiness and slipshoddery will help students deal with these realities successfully. Other less conspicuous realities 
of the world out there are the vast deserts of dullness that kill imagination and originality; the great lack of capacity or desire to exchange 
ideas or to have one's preconceptions challenged. The students and I agreed that our culturally diverse student body shelters us from homo- 
geneity and exposes us to diversity. It was also felt that BCS most definitely provides the benign shelter of an environment conducive to learn- 
ing, a place where almost everybody cares for almost everybody else, where most people want to be most of the time, and where teachers, parents, 
directors and students all are working for the good of the students. 

Now to go back to the question posed by the student in my office. He seemed to be saying that nice, normal, sane people do not become teachers. 

Right' Wrong' 

I have been a teacher because I wanted to teach. I believe that in my five years at BCS I have witnessed thousands of individual and collective 
student efforts in a range of activities that many people in other professions have not. I have revelled in those particular joys. 

Teachers at BCS live in the future because we are constantly holding tomorrow in our hands through every student-teacher activity that 
transpires at BCS The nobility of a teaching career is a hard sell, particularly in our materialistic world. Anyone worrying about other pro- 
fessions should remember that wonderful scene in "A Man For All Seasons" when Thomas More asked Richard Rich, who was looking for a 
post at court, "Why don't you teach?" Rich replies rather plaintively, "But who would know?" Whereupon More responds, "You, your students, 
your friends, God. Not a bad public."
